The last order from tho U. H. trcrisury 
atfeotiiii; tho tr;>iispi)rt!itioLi of Oiumdiiiii 
gouds throtigh A!nerici\n territory hiu 
' created much iiitureat iu the e.iatora 
province. Tho iiioagro tulographic aymp- 
aia received some days ago did not ouii- 
vey a correct idea of the aoope and mean- 
ing of tho order which, in so far as it 
may aflect or crip[>lD Ciinadiiiii tratio, 
is of very great iiiiportanco to tlio wliolu 
Dominion. Tlio business atlected la that 
where tho carriage is from oiiu Amucrian 
port to another by a route part water and 
part Canadian railway. Sir John Mac- 
donald said iu the house of commons 
that the change will afTect only tho trade 
done through tho Welland Oaiiiil. VeH^els 
drawing more wator than is yet fcjiuid in tlio 
canal sonietiinea diseharijed part of thoir 
cargo at Uio lirie terminus, and t(jok it In 
af;ain at the Ontario terniinus. This wdl 
be preveutud. So will tho largo trade 
doBB over the Midland railroad iu grain 
for American consumption; so will tho 
prufitablo trade of the Nortliern railway 
in produce; so will mueli of tlio trade 
done by the (irand Trunk. The (ilobe 
cluiina that grain, Hour, or other nier- 
chaiulisu re()uired for consumption ii^tlie 
United States, or iiitoiidud fur sale in uny 
market of the .Uuited States, will here- 
after; if carried uver either of these 
roads, be subject to duty in the United 
States. 

THE EGYI'TIAN POLICY. 

Tho Marijuisof Salialjury, in his npeooh 
on the tith nist., referred, latei alia, to 
the Egyptian difiiculty into .vliicli tlie 
vacillating policy of iVlr. Uladstono's gov- 
eriimeut had plunged GrCiit Britain. The 
marquis clearly stated that to abandon 
Bgypt to its fate would bo a shameful 
act, and he further intinnited that a .'ttep 
so disastrous would not bo takort by his 
govornniont. Siibsecpient dispatches 
have thrown out tho opinion that 
the trouble will be settled by the employ- 
ment of Egyptian and Turkish snldiorH 
on the Soudan frontier and the uccept- 
ance of tho llnancial resptiiiaibility for 
military operations by (Jreat Britain. The 
interior of Ei,'y[.o. preeon!" =0 ni.nny ditli- 
oulties for the movement of troops, and 
is, withal, so worthless from a com- 
mercial point of view, that were it not 
that the safety of the Suez canal, Eng 
land's chief avenue uf communication 
with India, would be imperiled, it would 
be desirable to aliandon the country al- 
tot'ether. (Ireat Britain, however, has 
accepted tho position uf guardian of that 
important waterway, and could not now 
recede withjiunor. 

sun J U DICE.

ENGLAND. 

London, July 15. — Tho downward ten- 
dency in tile stock market to-day i.i as- 
sisted by runiurs that the govoi nuieiit had 
received informatiun conlirinuiL! the 
rumors received by the Times of a Rus- 
sian advance in Zultikar Pass. News of 
this hostile demonstration on the part of 
the Russians, together with Churchill's 
assertions in tho commons last evening 
that England would assist the Ameer if 
ho asked for assistance, has created much 
o.\citonunit. 

In the conimons this uvoiiiiig Lord 
[liuidolph Uhurchill, secretary of state for 
India, replying to a question in regaril to 
tho roiiorted liuaaiaii advance in Afghan- 
istan, stated that the governinont had 
heard of no movement speaking of tho 
retirement of the members of the British 
Afghan frontier commlasion in tho direc-- 
tion of lli!rat. Cbnrolnll said that the 
Ueratites, hearing that the Kusslans con - 
templated a deecont on Llorat, had in- 
vited Ucjinmisaionors Yates and Pease to 
ontor their city, and tho request had been 
complied with. 

The stock market opened this morning 
firm with an upward teiidoncy. ILuno 
funds were especially buoyant. Tlio nowa 
of tho Kn.ssian advance in Afghanistan, 
however, quickly rovcrsod ovurythiiig. 
Tho market was taken completely by sur- 
prise, and a semi-panic prevailed. A 
vigorous selling movement was begun. 
Russian aocurities fell 3 per cent., and in 
Egyptian securitioa there was a fall of 3^ 
per cent. American railway aocurities 
only cootinueil to advance, vl'lio sharp 
fall in consols, amounting to 1 ti-iti, in- 
dicates how seriously the market regarded 
the news from .'Xtghanistan.

I'Voni U. West and others, asking that a rights with which Canada alone had tho 

power to deal, Tho .Auairilian logiala- 
tioii did not help the contention of the 
attorney, geuoral. The Auatriilian eolo- 
iiiea were autonomous and occupied tho 
saipe position as that of Canada. Tho 
provinces were not autonomous. Ue did 
not contend that the whole of the act waa 
invalid. Much uf it w.is within tho acope 
i.l the province notably the provi3i(.na af - 
fecting the size of dwellings tho forbid- 
ding tlu! use nf opium and tho de.iecra 
tioii of graveyards, Ue insisted that iin- 
poaing excessive taxation on one class of 
citizens was unconstitutional. - Tho re- 
marks of chief justice Ritchie in tho case 
uf ,lonaa vs. Gilbert befi.ire tho supreme 
court of Canada were nhiter ilicUt aa tlio 
dociaion was upmi another point and in- 
timated but did not decide the right of 
tho provinces to diacriiiiinato. Lastly 
the act was fur Indirect taxation which 
tvas a power given only to the Dominion 
parliament. It waa a license fee the 
power to iinpuse which had in Severn va, 
the Queen been decided against the pro- 
vinces on tho acore nf sncli legislation be- 
ing against trade and commerce. 

Tho attorney general in reply aaid tho 
ten dollar impost was a tax whether deaig- 
naled liy the nameuf aliceiiseorotherwise. 
The distinction between direct and indi- 
rect taxation was well drawn in the case 
nf Rood vs. iMorrean before tho supreme 
court of Canada ui which Mr. Justice 
Strong iiuniionod iho privy council had 
decideu the pr ivliicial legislatures had ex- 
clusive power tuimpose direct taxationaiid 
that it did not follow they might nut have 
power even to impose indirect, taxation, 
Tho tax did not sanctii n the carrying on 
of any bu.iinesa nut uf the product of 
which tho cunsumer would indirectly 
contriliuto towards paymont of the tax. 
Then as to ineipi illty, lliu one dictum of 
Cooley waa but an exproision of opinion 
that political wisdom required uniform 
taxation; for the same u"tlior cited num- 
eroua auth 'rities including that of the 
supremo court of the I'liitod States os- 
tabliahiiig the rigiit to diacrimiiiato unless 
fettered by the express language of tho 
constitution. Todd on parliamentary 
g ivernment in tho cdonios supported the 
view that tho provinces within their jur- 
isdictiim wero aa omnipotent as tho im- 
perial parliament. Tho California casus 
decided a ditForenlial la.x might bu im- 
posed on foreign miners — and though a 
later case had decided a special tax could 
not be imposed on Chinese, a most cele- 
brated judge, .Mr. ,Iuance Field, since 
elevated to the federal bench disiented 
and had iiuinled out that acci>rding to 
federal deciaiuiis tho slate might impose 
special taxation en alien resiiieiila pro 
vided the impost was not levied against 
foreigners landing in the country. The 
tax waa not to exclude tho Chinese — 
another statute witli th.it object had boon 
dis.illoived. It was im])osed to moot the 
extraordinary expensi;s incident to en- 
forcing i he police and ."lanitary regula- 
tioiia prescribed liy the act. The (jucition 
of treaties had nothing to do with the 
aubject for to - responsible governments 
the imperial authorities conceded tho 
right to pass laws within tiieir jurisdic- 
tion. So th(; Canadian parliamont to-day 
was passing a rest riction act. Opponents 
to the act might as well contend the ex 
elusion of the Cliiiioae from the franchise 
and barring ilieiii frum acquiring 
lands* was illegal. As to autonomy 
— neither the ,Aiiatraliaii colonies or 
tho Doiiiinioii were absolutely poBSOss- 
ed — but the iirovinee enually with Aus- 
tralia and the Dominion worei^iulonomoua 
within the bounds of their respective jur- 
isdictions.

'Ihoy use ateaiii tugs for iiuntiiiL; tbo 
whale there, and shoot ihu lisli with .i 
shell from'' a gun made for the purpose. It 
makes mo sick to hour of killing a wli.iie 
that way; there's no aport in il. 1 don't 
know exactly how many th'ey'vo onptiired 
there tliia year altogether, but 27 had 
been cut up the laat 1 .heard. I'heae 
whales produce from 40 to 50 barrels of 
oil, and 700 pounds uf bones each, whilu 
tho carcass, which will weigh as much as 
00 tona, will make enough fertilizer for an 
80 acre farm. The two Amagansett whales 
tried out 100 barrels of oil and 1,393 
pounds uf bone. 

''It would probably pay to cruiao in the 
North Atlantic for whales with a small 
schooner, such us was employed in thu 
early days of the business. Laat ye<tr 
Capt. Young, of the schooner M. B. Mil 
lor, in a passage fr(uii Savannah to this 
port, waa surrounded by a school nuin- 
boriiig over 50.

"lllvor Cattle" In Florida. 

[Book Beviewer.l 
In an ■interesting sketch of "Life in 
Florida, " in one of the chapters of her 
book Mary Treat says; "Largo herds of 
cattle have their feeding grounds in llie 
rivei^s ami streams. In the bays and 
coves of the St. .lohns are acres of the 
volisneria .spiralis which grows as thickly 
us grass upon the barrens. Tlie gra.ss- 
like leaves are from one to thrre feet long 
and the slender spiral flowering stems are 
often live feet. Sometimes hundreds of 
cattle niay .seen together feeding upon 
this plant, standing up to their backs 
in -water. With heads entirely under 
water, they till their mouths, then elc 
vate them to chew and s-.viillow. Tho 
natives call them river cattle, anil say a 
true river animal will uQt feed on tlie bar- 
rens.

bos. "
